l) On my sabbatical this summer ... In 1997, the 
ELCA adopted a recommendation that "rostered 
persons will plan an extended study and renewal 
period of a minimum of one to three months every 
three to five years in the present call." Indeed, 
God has blessed us with a gratifying amount of 
growth since my last sabbatical the summer of 
2003 as worship attendance has grown from 353 
to 508 (and 564 this past weekend of Jan. 12-13). 
We moved into our new sanctuary the spring of 
2003; three years later we built again, moved into 
our new north wing, and then we did "wing the 
debt" at the end of 2007. Offerings have grown 
from about $620,000 to about $920,000, while our 
outreach has grown from about $60,000 to about 
$140,000 last year. New to our staff in the past 
five years are Pastor Bruce, Janelle, Diane, Dawn, 
Natalie and Ed. We've added a Saturday Service 
and our Wednesday Communion Service has 
returned. Our new library won a national award. 
And we have over 60 kids signed up for workcamp 



this summer. So many blessings! 

But there have also been some painful losses 
and challenges. In December of 2003, I had 
surgery for prostate cancer; for the first time in 
20+ years of ministry, I spent Christmas at home 
recovering. On Transfiguration Weekend of 2004, 
Pastor Bruce's wife Marianne, suffered a seizure 
and six months later "our loss was heaven's gain" 
as we celebrated and honored her life at the 
end of that summer. In 2005 we sadly learned 
that Carol Jordan's breast cancer had returned 
after she faithfully served nearly ten years in our 
church office; in the spring of 2006 we celebrated 
and honored her life. Also in 2005, we learned 
of my wife, Cindy's, breast cancer and hence, 
the surgeries and chemotherapy and radiation 
treatments which have followed. Thankfully, as of 
last week, treatments and reconstruction seem to 
be complete and Cindy continues to get her energy 
back. 
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So... it will be a great privilege and blessing, first 
of all, to spend some extended time with family 
and friends this summer. I hope to break my 
"addiction" to work email and to only use my cell 
phone when traveling. 

Secondly, it will be a great privilege and blessing 
to find some kind of retreat setting to focus on 
spiritual growth; someplace that will allow prayer, 
study, reflection, interaction and growth. Indeed, 
I have a whole shelf full of books that I've bought 
over the years thinking that they seemed like 
something I would like to read, but there are many 
that I have only looked at briefly. I'd love to get 
caught up with my reading. 

Thirdly, it will be a great privilege and blessing 
to do some reflecting on my future and the 
future of FCLC. Sometimes pastors stay too long. 
Sometimes long pastorates are a blessing. It 
takes a lot of prayer and discernment to know 
the difference. While I know that I thrive on the 
daily "excitement" of life at FCLC, I also know that 
pastors are sometimes guilty of "over-functioning" 
so that sabbaticals are often a healthy opportunity 
for congregations to simply be the "body of Christ." 
I trust that this time will be a blessing for all of us 
and I appreciate your prayers. 

2) On our Ash Wednesday worship on Feb. 6 . . . 

Come join us for a wonderful night! From 
the super soup supper served by our council 
ministries, to the Holden Prayer Service, to the 
Lenten dramas which we always enjoy... we will be 
blessed! Since our Wednesday worship attendance 
took a nice jump last year, we'll continue to have 
two services for Wednesdays this year— 4:30 and 
7pm with soup supper in-between. We hope that 
our new 4:30 Lenten service will continue to be 
an attractive option for older folks who might 
be reluctant to drive after dark and for younger 
families who would like to get their kids home 
earlier! 



Our theme will be "Christ Speaks to His Church," 
as we highlight a city and lesson each week from 
the book of Revelation and from our trip to Turkey 
last spring. Pastor Bruce and Nanette have done 
an outstanding job of planning this inspirational 
Lenten season with an FCLC devotional book 
and weekly preaching topics for our Wednesday 
worship services. Once again, each of our council 
ministries will be taking a turn setting up and 
cleaning up for the soup suppers. So far, it's 
worked out great! We hope you'll observe Lent 
with us this year and join us for a very special 
season of fellowship and worship as we "draw near 
to God" during these 40 days of fasting and prayer. 

3) On our Saturday Service ...and the return of our 
Wednesday Communion Service... 

Clearly, you have "voted with your feet" for 
these new worship opportunities! Primarily we're 
targeting folks that may have occasional Sunday 
morning conflicts that would prevent them from 
attending worship and Sunday school. But we 
certainly have a growing core of Saturday and 
Wednesday night "regulars!" While these services 
are shorter, nevertheless, God is praised, the 
gospel is proclaimed, and the Lord's Supper is 
served; so please keep these worship opportunities 
in mind. 

4) On our new coffee arrangement on Sundays . . . 

We've started serving coffee in the Fellowship 
Hall on Sundays now because the narthex has 
gotten so crowded while the Fellowship Hall tends 
to hardly get used. Our goal is not to discourage 
coffee in the narthex— our goal is to give everyone 
more room to spread out for coffee and fellowship. 
Enjoy!

The Habitat for Humanity of the St. Vrain Valley 
(HFHSVV) is an amazing Christian organization 
geared to reach out to people in need by building 
affordable houses in Longmont. More information 
can be found on their web site at: www.stvrainhfh. 
org . Thanks to all the generous monetary donations 
as well as many volunteer hours, Habitat was able 
to build five houses in 2007. For 2008, their goal 
is to build six houses. One of these six houses 
is considered a "Thrivent Build Grant" home where 
Thrivent Financial for Lutherans will be sponsoring 
this house by providing 65 percent of the cost to 
build it ($107,250.00). As a part of this grant, 
the local Lutheran churches will need to raise 10 
percent of the cost (~$15k) as well as provide 
1500 volunteer hours. The remaining 25 percent 
of the cost will be covered by the local Habitat for 
Humanity organization. 

To support our local Habitat for Humanity, FCLC 
Outreach will be working with the other Lutheran 
churches in the area to raise this $15,000. FCLC 
will be designating a portion of our "First Fruits" to 
go to this fund. We will also be organizing several 
workdays were people from the congregation can 
volunteer their time to help with their building 
projects.

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Stewardship 

This past fall, Pastor Dan gave me a copy o f Giving to 
God, The Bible's Good News about Living a 
Generous Life by Mark Allan Powell. The book is on 
the Bishop's reading list. You will recall I mentioned 
something about "reading assignments" in the 
October newsletter. The fact is that assignments 
don't stop even though seminary class work is 
complete! The book is an interesting read and will be 
the basis for our Stewardship Education columns over 
the next several months. These articles, written by 
Stewardship Committee members will summarize 
what they discovered in their reading various sections 
of this book. 

Reading any book is like panning for gold - one 
doesn't quit just because silt occasionally fills the pan. 
This month I will reveal the nuggets I discovered in 
reading the Introduction: Getting Completely Wet, and 
the First Chapter: An Act of Worship. 

When one hears the word "stewardship" in a church 
setting, the mind causes the hand to guard the wallet 
or purse. However, "stewardship is not fund-raising. 
It is a way of life.... Stewardship of the 
earth... stewardship of our bodies... stewardship of our 
families... stewardship of the gospel." (p xii) "When 
we come to understand and practice what the Bible 
says about stewardship, we will have happier, better 
lives." (p xvii) In the Introduction to Part One, 
Belonging to God, Powell mentions "faithful 
stewardship involves giving to God as an act of 
worship... an expression of our faith... a discipline of 
spiritual growth." (p 5-6) The first chapter 
concentrates on the first: an act of worship. "Church 
offerings are not fund-raising rituals but acts of 
worship... an opportunity [to express] our love for God 
in the purest way imaginable, by giving up something 
that we value." (p 12-13) Powell mentions that "when 
people are struck by the goodness of God, they 
naturally want to give something to God: they don't 
always know how to do that, but they want to do it." (p 
16) He further mentions that "the main reason for 
going to church is not to get our needs met; the main 
reason, the most important reason, for going to 
church is to worship God." (p 20) "When we quit 
focusing on ourselves and focus instead on 
worshiping the God who is so good to us, one of our 
deepest needs is met." (p 21 ) 

I am certain that we each have our own stories of how 
good God has been to us; individually, as a family, 
and collectively as a Faith Community. I personally 
would not be walking the face of this planet if it wasn't 
for God's love and God's grace. It is very hard for me 
not to "tear up" when I think of the many answered 
prayers (the yeses, the nos, and the not yets). Take 
some time now to reflect on the words of a song we 
often sing in worship:
